It has been discovered that real political cheer comes from 
these “ off year” elections. Therefore there is no denying the 
iaet that they are of some good to some people. No matter how 
burdensome the odd numbered year elections have lieeome to 
the people generally they should be endured uncomplainingly 
because of the comfort the results bring to political leaders. 
Just how the election of a mayor and councilman, town 
marshal and clerk in the various municipalities, including the 
obscure as well as the prominent ones can bring joy to the polit­ 
ical leaders, just how they can each and every one of them of 
each and every political faith and creed and business, see vindi­ 
cation for themselves and a slap on the wrist for their oppon­ 
ents, is not just exactly clear to the general run of humanity. 
But they do. 
They say they do and whether they really 
believe what they say or not is not so important either—tho 
opportunity to talk is worth something.
